Sketch of the History of Norway Previous to the Adoption of 
the Constitution, May 17th, 1814. 


} Emperor Napoleon I was in the year 1812 on the height 
of his power. ‘Only a few of the European nations were not 
under his rule, and among them were (Rngland, Russia, and 
the Scandinavian countries. Norway and Denmark were at 
that time united, and the best :nderstanding existed between 
them and Napoleon while the others were lined wp against 
him, Napoleon undertook in the year 1812 his invasion of 
Russia, and tried to get help from Sweden, for which service, 
that country was to get Finland as reward. ‘But the Swedish 
king would rather have Norway, and refused Napoleon’s offer, 
After 'Napoleon’s return from Russia, Sweden joined the ai- 
liance against him and from them it was promised Norway, 
if the Swedish army would help them to crush Napoleon. Af- 
ter his downfall, the Swedish army turned against Denmark, 
and compelled the Danish king to give up Norway to Sweden. 
This happened at Kiel in Denmark on the 14th of January, 1814. 


‘When the news of the Peace of (Kiel reached Norway, it 
created the greatest indignation. There were only a few, 
who wanted a union with Sweden, and they would have a union 
between independent nations, and not that Norway should be- 
come a part of Sweden. Prince Kristian Fredrick of Denmark 
was then Viceregent in Norway, and he had made himself 
liked by the Norwegians. The general understanding in Nor- 
way oi the peace of Kiel was that Norway, by this peace treaty, 
was separated from Denmark in everthing, and that the Danish 
king had given up his right to the Norwegian throne, that tbe- 
ing all he could do. He could not give up his rights to the 
prince of another country; the Norwegians tinemselves were 
to decide on what to do regarding their own country. Under 
these circumstances Prince Kristian Fredrick remained in the 
country, and all who wanted Nowegian Independence gathered 
around him. He thought at first that he could ascend the 
throne of Norway without awaiting the decision of the people, 
he having a right to the thrones of both ‘Norway and Denmark 
while they were united. But this was not the understanding 
of the Norwegians. By the Peace of Kiel, the Oldenburgers’ 
right to the throne of Norway had come to an_ end. aire 
prince then held a meeting with some of the most prominent 
men of the country for the purpose of electing representatives 
to a National Assembly, which was to give Norway a constitu- 
tion. The Swedish king issued a proclamation to the Norwe- 
gians, stat'ng that he was their king according to the Peace of 
Kiel, and that it was his intention to give the country a con- 
stitution. 


The National Assembly, consisting of 112 members, met at 
Eidsvold on the’ 10th of April. There was two parties: ‘One, 
named the Independence Party, to which belonged 3-4 of the 
Assembly, would have no union with Sweden. The other nam- 
ed the Union Party thought it best, under the circumstances, 
to enter into a union, if thereby the freedom and independence 
of Norway could be attained. In one point they all agreed, 
and that was to give the country a constitution of its own, by 
which, the king should divide his power with a Storting, whose 
members were elected by the people. The committee appoint- 
ed to draw up a form for the constitution took for its model 
the French constitution of 1791. 


Already on the 17th of May, 1814 the Norwegian Constitu- 
tion was ready and unanimously passed iby the members of 


the Storting.
